Mr. Shafroth is a silver republi 
can who sprang from the soil of Mis­ 
souri and was educated at the Univer 
sity of Michigan. 
After his graduation

of Fayette and read law with Samuel 
C. Major. 
He was admitted to the liar 
in 1870 and formed a partnership with 
his preceptor. 
In 1870 he struck out 
for Denver and soon acquired a pretty 
good practice. 
Eight years later ht 
was elected city attorney of Denver 
and succeeded himself in that office for 
another term. 
In 1H81 he was eon 
cerned in a cast* in which he attacked 
the crim inal court of Arapahoe county 
as being unconstitutional, and the re 
suit of his labors was that that court 
wusaliolishcd. In the eleetion of ’04 Mr. 
Shafroth ran for congress against Lafe 
Pence, the small-sized orator who is 
called “ The Hoy Tribune," but Mr. 
Shafroth won and sat through the last 
congress. 
His tremendous majority is 
an indication of the political complex­ 
ion of ‘"the centennial state.”

And He Doesn’t Want the Party Re­ 
organized as Long as Men 
Are In the Majority. 


The Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Record writes that in con­ 
versation with friends recently Presi­ 
dent Cleveland assumed that the result 
of the election was an indorsement and 
justification of his policy and ad minis 
tration. 
Never before has a president 
found similar significance and satisfac­ 
tion in the success of the candidate of 
the opposition party, but he argues 
that free coinage was the only issub be­ 
fore the people, and that the republi­ 
can platform represented his views 
quite as much as those of Major Me 
Kinley arid the financial principles he 
has endeavored to maintain: 
On the 
other hand the platform of his own 
party, which advocated the opposite 
system of finance and wus ludeu with 
both implied and direct censure of his 
official acts was repudiated by the peo­ 
ple by a majority of more than 1,000,000 
votes. His administration was attacked 
by almost every democratic speaker on 
the stump; he was denounced, con­ 
demned and criticised quite as freely 
and frequently as Major McKinley, 
and in some parts of the country even 
more so, but it had no effect upon the 
mrjority of people, and he considers 
that they have indorsed him. 


The president believes that Major 
McKinley was elected by democratic 
vdtes, and that the alliuncc of forces 
that won the recent election should not 
be dissolved as long as the present 
financial issue is before tho people. He 
does not favor an early attem pt to re­ 
organize the democratic party. 
He 
hinks it would be a dangerous experi­ 
ment while the silver faction is in the 
majority, and should be postponed un­ 
til the currency question is settled, 
when he thinks tho reorganization will 
take care of itself. 
It is his opinion 
that the rank and file of the democratic 
mrty will have their revenge upon the 
eaders who led them into the blunders 
th a t were made at the Chicago conven­ 
tion and in the campaign that followed. 
He hopes President McKinley will so 
shape-nis policy that he will not alien 
ate the gold standard democrats who 
supported him, and believes th at a con 
servative treatm ent of the tarilf will 
accomplish all that the 
republican 
leaders 
desire, 
without 
otTeuding 
their recent allies who may differ 
from them on that issue. 
It is not ne­ 
cessary, he thinks, for Maj. McKinley 
to include his dcinocrutie supjiorters in 
the distribution of patronage for the 
reason that they voted for him from 
ncinle and not with the hope or ex- 
lactation of reward. 
He would con­ 
sider it unbecoming for any 
former 
democrat to seek an office under his 
successor simply because he happened 
to vote the renublican ticket this time. 
Nevertheless lie recognizes President 
McKinley’s right to confer honors wher­ 
ever he lielieves they are deserved and 
call around him from both parties such 
men as he thinks will strengthen his 
administration. The president is con­ 
fident that Maj. McKinley will ullow 
all the gold-standard dcmocruts who 
are now holding office to remain until 
the expirution of their commissions. 
This was done by him in the ease of 
President Harrison’s appointees, and 
to a great extent by President H arri­ 
son with the ttppointces 
Cleaveland’s first term.

ParliMnentary manners are brntal in 
Westminster when a member^in debate 
Is ^nvicted of a bnll. A speaker with 
an expansive oratorical manner recent­ 
ly astonished the commons with an ont- 
bnnt of unconscious humor. 
He was 
speaking of tho m in and exhaustion 
wrought by misgovernment in Ireland 
and worked himself up into a fine ften* 
■ y of excited declamation. 


“ The population of Ireland," lie ex- 
olaimcd with flashing eyes and out- 
stretohed arms, “ has been decimated to 
the extent of two-thirds." 


Tho mathematical absurdity of tlio 
■ tatement did not fail to excite amuse­ 
ment, although the bull was less obvi­ 
ous than a similar one attributed to an 
Irish member, Majqi; O’Qorman. 


*‘The population of Ireland,’’said Ihe 
contentious major in tho commons, "is 
0,000,000 loss than it woald bo if it 
were an uninhabited island. ” 


That was a joke which provoked un­ 
restrained merriment among the bencii- 
es. Tlio Irish members are pardoned 
many blunders, however, because tliej 
are, with few exceptions, humorous 
speakers, who enliven tho tedium of 
debate with merry quips and jests. Tho 
bores, who are eoustautly speaking with 
unvarying dullness and diiTuHoness, are 
not spared when they make slips of tho 
tongue.

A niomber who, in tho conrso of a 
long, uninteroHting speech, was careless 
enough to say, “ The time has come and 
is rapidly arriving” was greeted with a 
wild howl of ridicule and delight from 
tho benches.

Uood jokes are rare in tlie house of 
commons. A neat epigram excites a 
ripple of mirth, a flashing sareasm stirs 
movement of pleusurable surprise, 
but the loudest laughter follows some 
stupid and inane coiumonpluce from a 
speaker to whom tho iiouse i.s compelled 
to listen too often. 


“ I would have proceeded to renutrk, ” 
said a pompous debater, “ if I had not 
already anticipated and ruiwated my­ 
self.” 


The sentence could not b(t finished. 
There was a lond roar of laughter, 
which was prolonged and rciH>»ted when 
tho speaker attempted to go ou with 
his speech. 


It was cruel trejitment, but possibly 
it was wholesome disciplino for a garru­ 
lous speaker who had exhausted tho pa­ 
tience of his audience on many occa­ 
sions. 


Parliament is tho hardost of all 
schools in which to serve an appren­ 
ticeship in public speaking. Mr. Parnell 
learned to speak when the members 
were bent upon interrupting him and 
liuwling him down, but fow public men 
havo the pertinacity and grit that he 
displayed. 
He was never, however, a 
boro. His manner in his early days in 
parliament was crude and halting, bnt 
ho always had something to say, al­ 
though he did not at first know how to 
say it.—Youth’s Cktmpanion.

In tho niiilst of the political exoitoinent 
which has ensued for the past few months 
the fact that St. Joseph lias a contract with 
William Worth Uean, president of the St. 
Joseph & Benton Harbor street railway 
company, for the extension of a street car 
line to the southern limits of the city, has 
been partially forgotten. 


As winter approaches, however, and the 
suburban citizens begin to contemplate the 
long wi.lk down town through a storiu of 
blinding snow, or cold, drizzling rain, the 
advantages of a railway are realized with a 
vividness intense and veal, and soliloquies 
on the possibility of soon being permitted 
to reach the city after a five-minutes ride in 
a fleeting electric car are indulged in with 
more or less rt gularity. 


There is no disputing the fact that tho 
portion of tlie city to Ihj traversed by the 
new car line will Ihj greatly l)enefltted. Not 
only will tho property be enhanced in value 
but the convenience to the citizens will be 
on the metro|X)litan order. With a street 
car passing by the door of your residence 
at convenient inteivals, a home in this 
section of the city will be fully as desirable 
as though it Wits siliuited a bhx k olf the 
main streets. The road would undoubtedly 
have the effect of bringing new residents 
to the southern portion of tlie city and 
within a short time many additional homes 
would be erected. 


A re|K)rter for the Journ.m, was sent to 
interview Mr. iiean this morning. 
The 
gentleman was very concise in his remarks 
and said in answer lo a ([uesiion: 


“Tho A. T. & Q. W. road will Iw oper­ 
ated by elect ricity as according to contract 
in the latter part of June.” 


“ Will it not be operated sooner?"

will l>e operated according to our coiitriuit 
with the city. If 1 don’t do it 1 know who 
will. It will be operated anyway.” 


“ Is there any cause for delay in operat­ 
ing the roud?" 


"Yes, the road would undoubtedly hate 
been in o|>eration by this tune if wc had 
not been delayed by the receivership case 
considerably. We have considerable ma­ 
terial on hand that might be used iu the 
repairs necessary on the road." 


“ Will you change it into a double track 
road 


“That I can not say at present. As soon 
»us anything is started on the road, I will be 
pleased to give you any information the 
public may desire. I have made plans in 
the 0|>eration of the road before aiul have 
not been able to carry them out on various 
accounts therefore 1 will not make any 
public announcement regarding the changes 
that we shall make.”

Im p rovem en ts of a S u b sta n tia l 
C h aracter M ade by Cooparf 
W ells St C om pany. 


For the last four year’s St. Joseph’s load 
ing industry, the knitting factory of 
Cooper, Wells & Company, has not been 
doing the amount of business that it should. 
Tho lack of confldence during tho Cleve­ 
land administration and right up lo the 
recent election has afTested their business 
so materially thnt the working force of the 
mill has been reduced to keep in harmony 
with tiie small demand for goods aud our 
city has felt tho depression on that account 
most perceptibly. During the Cleveland 
administration, the |K>licy of virtual free 
trade has greatly aiTected this particular 
industry. There has been a strong com- 
|x>tition in foreign goods iu the cotton line. 
It did not materially affect the woolen 
goods bec-ause this class of goods is partic­ 
ularly adapted to this Arm’s exclusive 
trade. 


The three months between the nomina­ 
tion of Bryan and the election of McKinley 
has l»een with this (inn three months of 
uncertainty. No investments were made, 
traveling inen were not sent out and tho 
firm kept in reaiiiness to shut down the 
mill if Bryan wers elected. But happily 
for all men who have money invested,Bryan 
was not elected. 


The very day that McKinley’s election 
WHS assured, the business of C(X)per, Wells 
tSi Company brighteneii. Ten new knitting 
machines were placed in the mill and ten 
more are on tho way. These machines 
cost fr»,000. This calls for twenty new 
o|>erators and they aro l>eing hired as fast 
as tbe machines are set up.

ianlmonloaa In Hrr Own Aflkin^Tsi Lav* 
lah With Olhcn. 


When Henri Rochefort planned the 
erection of a workman’s glass works at 
Oarmanz to help the glass workers, he 
received an anonymons gift of 100,000 
francs. Tho donor was Mme. Dimbonrg, 
who has siiico died at Boulogne, aged 
72. Sho was a curious old lody, wildly 
générons, yet earefnl to misorliucss, 
■ending her gift to the glass works 
anonymously and thon complaining 
when her name was omitted from the 
stono bearing a list of subscribers. Sho 
lived in an unprotentious house, fur­ 
nished in tho plainest fashion, hoarded 
up every scrap of paper ond bit of rag 
sho found, yot helped all whoso want 
came to her cars. She sent 1,C00 francs 
here, 8,000 thoro, whilo her own sorv- 
antH could scarcely get enough to eat, 
aud their wages were extremely small. 
Tho nu)uey for tho glass works was sent 
iu a Hinall linen bag. comparatively 
worthless, which no one thought of te- 
turning to her.

A C rocodile Ouo B o n d red A>ct lAtng. 
It is a well known fact, cven'^among 
those who make no protenso of iiaving 
their lieade stored with geological aud 
polemtologieal lore, that tho beasts and 
reptiles which oxisted in tlie early ogcs 
of tho world wero giants when com­ 
pared with tho very largest n>presenta- 
tives of tho same types which still sur­ 
vive. This fact has recently been strik­ 
ingly illustratod by a find made at 
Poitiers, whero excavations aro being 
made under thoausjjicesof the Oriental 
Academy of Science. At that place a 
crocodile tooth was found which weighs 
almost seven pounds. M. Gerard, tlio 
professor in chargo of tho working 
oorp.s Kuys that thei-e is no doubt that 
the tooth formerly belonged to a gigan­ 
tic crocodile, and that there is no possi­ 
bility whatever that ho has confounded 
the tooth with that of tho niegulvasau- 
rus, as Home scientists havo hinted. 


Gerard says: “ It is a typical croc­ 
odile tootli and Is probably tho largest 
specimen of tiio kind ever seen by man. 
In my estimation it is from tho head of 
a reptiljj not less than 100 feet in 
Icngtli.

Wedded by Phonogruph — Symbollml 
Harrlage« of Indl». 


The ccnToulionnl idea of a wedding 
docs not agree with the tafitcn of somo 
people, and o(ca8ionally voiy «jcentrio 
and iomotimes romantic marriage cere- 
monies are Holemniased. Men and wom­ 
en entirely opposite in disposition and 
character frequently nnite in the holy 
bonds of motrimony—sometimes much 
to their mntnal regret. This peculiar 
fact, it would seem, also applies to oddi­ 
ties of human nature. In many of the 
traveling shows the freaks who help to 
draw money from the public intermar­ 
ry, and it is not an unusual thing to 
find the fat man wedded to the skeleton 
woman and the tattoo« d mao to the 
bearded lady. 


Mrs. Hannah Battersby, who one 
time toured the country as a fat wom­ 
an, was married to a Pennsylvania 
man, and it is stated as a cnrious fact 
that no sooner were they married than 
she began to lose flesh and he to gain 
it His weight increased so rapidly that 
he soon took to exhibiting himself as a 
fat man. An exception to this rule of 
contrant, how’over, was Colonel Glover, 
the giant who stood 6 feet 7 inohea He 
W’os wedded to Martha Peabody, the 
American giantess. Several years ago, 
when they appeared in public together, 
they used to reœive as much as |7fiO a 
week. 


The Italian consular agent at Cincin­ 
nati performed the most peculiar mar­ 
riage Ceremony on record. The groom 
was a well to do resident of the Ohii 
eit}’, and his bride lived in Italy. The 
contracting parties Wore thousands of 
miles apart when the wedding was per­ 
formed, the marriage being by proxy. 
The consul filled in a blank ccrtiflcate, 
vrhich ho forwarded to authorities in 
Italy, who in the presence of the parish 
priest exhibited it before the bride, who 
affixed her signature, accepting it as her 
action. 
The marriage was perfectly 
binding. 


A very aimilar ceremony was per­ 
formed some timo ago. The affair took 
place by proxy, and Miss Maple 
married by a clergyman in New York 
to a man who at the timo of the mar­ 
riage lay dying in a Texas town. The 
bridegroom was represented in the cere­ 
mony by tho bride's cousin, who made 
the necessary responses and signatures 
AS his proxy. The two lovers hnd l)oon 
enpagcd for a long timo, and Miss 
Mat’ll wished to bear tho name of her 
betrothed even though sho could do so 
only as a widow. 


The all important ring is sometimes 
forgotten, and iu more than one case 
the door key of tho church has had to 
do duty, but it is not often thiit portions 
of tho marriage service aro oinilted. In 
a southern town, however, a little while 
ago, after the party had left the church, 
it was discovered that the clergyman 
had forgotten tho words, “ with this 
ring I thee wed,” etc., thus relieving 
the bridegroom of the most serious part 
of his obligations, and the fair brido 
was minus a wedding ring. Instead of 
sitting dow’n to tho breakmst tho party 
hurried back to the church and were thai 
practically married twice in one day. 


Cupid ran amuuk some years ago 
among tho old folk of a Georgia town. 
An old soldier, 78 years of ago, led to 
the altar an aged damsel who had seen 
72 summers. There were three bridea- 
uiaidH, whoso ages respectively were 60, 
08 and 70. 
They were all spinstora 
Tho best man, w’ho w'os 75, brought tho 
combined ages up to 423 years. • 


An unusual kind of marriago w m 
celebrated in Now York recently. This 
was between a couple both deaf and 
dumb. They held prayer books whilo k 
friend pointed out tho difieront passagoa 
iu the s(!rvico as they wero spoken by 
tho clergyman, and they made the cus­ 
tomary response« iu tho deaf and dumb 
alphabet. 


An ingenious couplo onco concoiTed 
the idea of Ixùng married by phono­ 
graph. In tho place whero the bride­ 
groom resided he and the minister went 
over tho marriage service, and ho recited 
tho proper responses into tho instrument 
Tho phonograph was sent to tho lady, 
she willingly supplying the requisite, 
"I w ill," and *‘I do” iu the presence of 
her pastor, who then pronounced the 
pair united iu matrimony. No explana­ 
tion is given of how they got over tho 
ditllculty of the ring. 


A well known antliropologist, In de­ 
scribing various marriago customs, re­ 
fers to a stnuige sort of symbolical mar­ 
riage which is supposed to have origi­ 
nated iu Indio. It is a marriage with 
trees, plamts, animals and inanimate 
bbjectsL If any one proptwes to enter 
upon a union which is not in iwM;ordauoe 
with traditional ideas, it is believed 
that ill luck which is sure to follow 
may be averted by a marriage of this 
kind, tho evil conscquouces being borne 
by the objcct chosen. In various regiona 
a girl must not marry before her eldest 
sistfr, but the difticulty is overcome by 
tho eldest daughter marrying the branch 
of a tree. Then the wedding of the 
younger daughter may safely be cele­ 
brated.—Butfalo Kxpress.

icarauKuan Government to Pay a 


Premium to Raisers Thereof. 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 1^.—Consul 


O'Hara at San Juan del Norte reports 
that the Nicarauguau government lias 
issued a decree granting to any person 
cultivating 1,000 or move vanilla plants 
on public lands a premium of ten per 
i:ent.

ICinley arid the financial principles \\i 
has endeavored to maintain: 
On the 


other hand the platform of his own 
party, which advocated the opposite 
system of finance and was Itidou with 
both implied and direct censure of his 
official acts was repudiated by the peo- 
ple by a majority of more than 1,000,000 
votes. His administration was attacked 
by almost every democratic speaker on 
the stump; he was denounced; con- 
demned and criticised quite as freely 
anil frequently as Major McKinlcy, 
and in some parts of the country even 
more so, but it had no effect upon the 
mrjority of people, and he considers 
that they have indorsed him. 


The president believes that Major 


McKiuley was elected by democratic 
votes, and that the alliance of forces 
that won the recent election should not 
be dissolved as long1 aw the 
present 


financial issue is before the people. He 
does not favor an early attempt Vo re- 
organize the democratic party. 
He 


thinks it would be a dangerous experi- 
ment while the silver faction is in the 
majority, and should be postponed un- 
til the currency question is settled, 
when he thinks the reorj^uiizatiou will 
take cure of itnelf.

He hopes President McKinlcy will so 
shape-his policy that he will not alien- 
ate the gold standard democrats who

their recent allies who may 
differ 


from them on that issue. 
It is not ne- 


cessary, he thinks, for Maj. McKinley 
to include his democratic supporters in 
the distribution of patronaye for the 
reason that they voted for him from 
principle and not with the hope or ex- 
pectation of reward. 
Ho would con- 


sider it unbecoming- for any former 
democrat to seek an ollice under his 
successor simply because he happened 
to vote the republican ticket this time.
